EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 8-10, 12, and 14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 1 , the independent claim includes " wherein the movement of the seismic mass 
parallel to the electrode plane alters a rate of occupation of space by the dielectric material in a 
fringe electric field arising between the electrodes " in combination with the remaining claim 
limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. See remarks, pg. 4-6, received on 
8/26/05. As depicted in fig. 5, De Samber, considered closest to related art, discloses a dielectric 
body (5) that moves in between electrode plates (2,3), which results in the capacitance value 
changing linearly as the dielectric body (4) being moved far or less far between the capacitor 
plates (2,3). De Samber does not teach wherein the movement of the seismic mass parallel to the 
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electrode plane alters a rate of occupation of space by the dielectric material in a fringe electric 
field arising between the electrodes.
